Army Says Plans 
To Occupy City 
Nearly Ready

Paper plans' for the establish­ 
ment of a timetable "occupa­ 
tion" of Torrance and eight 
other Southland cities during a 
three-day exercise by military 
government uplts of the Army 
Organized Reserve Corps in mid- 
thls week, according to Lt.9 
July were nearing completion 
this week, according to Lt. Col. 
Levin H. Arnctt, coordinator of 
training.

The "occupation" of each mu­ 
nicipality will be for one day 
and will climax the sum m e r 
training of several hundred of­ 
ficers and enlisted men of 17 
units called from eight western 
states for 15 day active duty 
tours at Fort MacArthur.

The civilian-soldiers will "un­ 
dergo realistic training in prob­ 
lems which might confront them 
In the event they are called to 
active duty.

In taking over the various 
municipalities, the units inmost 
cases will "suspend" top office 
holders, including the mayor and 
chief of police, while their 
"friendliness" to occupying forc­ 
es Is investigated.

Cities which will feel the. ef­ 
fect-of military government su­ 
pervision for a day will be Tor­ 
rance, Culver City, Inglewood, 
Hawthorne, Huntlngton Park, 
South Gate, Compton, Long 
Beach and Redondo Beach.

The summer training pro­ 
gram arid exercises will be the 
largest and most complete ever 
attempted on the west coast by 
the ORC, Colonel Arnett said.
